Covent Garden Cheatre. 

Weser’s most beautiful Opera of Oberon, last night, presented Miss 
Hughes, in the character of. Reiza. The difficult music of this cha- 
racter, was a most severe test for so young a singer as Miss Hughes, 
but she has come out of the ordeal triumphantly. Miss Hughes will 
be long before she becomes a peifectly finished singer it cannot be de- 
vied, but she has every possible capability—not one requisite is want- 
ing ; and every succeeding appearance confirms us in the certainty of 
her brilliant success. Her singing was, last night, particularly in the 
celebrated scena, magnificently powerful ; but ber voice has a charm 
of a higher character than even its brilliancy—we mean its exquisite 
feeling and sweetuess. We have not, until last night, had an opportu- 
nity of judging of Miss Hughes’s speaking voice—it is very clear and 
melodious. Her acting reminds us of Miss Stephens’s, and her voice 
certainly combines, in a great degree, the delightful pathos and sweet- 
ness of that charming vocalist’s, with the execution and brilliancy of 
Miss Paton’s. Miss Hughes is, indeed, a most splendid addition to 
the operatic company at Covent Garden. Oberon was most entbusias- 
tically received by a crowded house, and will, no doubt, be often re- 
peated.— The £100 Note concluded. 


Drurp Bane Theatre. 


The Wealthy Widow, was again performed, last night, but did 
vot draw a good house, after which the one act farce of «4 Day afler 
the Wedding, was played in a very superior manner by Mr. Jones, 
and Miss E. Tree.—A laughable accident happened to Lady Freelove, 
(Miss E,. Tree,) in her first paroxism of passion, the guitar which she 
had broken, Jay on the stage, at which she made a kick, but unluckily 
missed it, and -fell, as Miss Frump would say, on her ullimatum.— 
‘Phis unexpected disaster caused roars of laughter; she was much em- 
barrassed, but was extricated by Mr.Younge, who played Lord Rivers. 
Der Freischutz concluded. 





Minor Tueatre —Dougilas was pérformed here, on Thursday even- 
ing, in a very mediocre style ;—the Lord Randolph, Glenalvon, &c. 
being miserable. Mr. Strange made a tolerable Norval, but was no- 
thing to boast of, he made too many breaks in his sentences, and often 
misplaced the emphasis terribly. Mrs. Goodwin improved her Lady 
Randotph, by giving it more spirit. A very ludicrous circymstance 
occurred during the performance : the curtain suddealy fell, and Mrs, 
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Goodwin came forward to state, that owing to Lord Randolph being 
so imperfect in his part, and some other confusion, they had by mis- 
take, commenced the fourth act before the third; asa proof of the 
illusion of the scene, we may state that‘no one appeared to have dis- 
covered the mistake among the audience, and we are quite sure if they 
had played out the fourth act, and then given us the third, it would 
not have been found out. By the way, they have an odd custom at this 
house of sending on a lady to make an apology, this is most ungallant 
and should not be. John Bull followed, Mr. Strange made a better 
Peregrine than a Norval; Mr. Sallows played Dennis Brulguddery 
most excellently, he was the decided star of the night. Like Lucifer, 
Mr. Harris may claim ‘‘ the bad pre-eminence.”—He is decidedly the 
worst actor we ever saw “ fret his hour” on any stage.
